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E. South Korea Ambassador Berger has "assurances" 
direct from Chairman Pak that Kim Chong-pil will 
not be returning to Korea before the October elec- 
tions. 

F. East Africa Negotiations toward federation of 
Kenya, Tanganyika, Uganda, and Zanzibar have stalled, 
mainly because of Uganda's fear that it would be- 
come a junior partner to its more populous and lar- 
ger neighbors. Tanganyika's President Nyerere and 
Kenya's Prime Minister Kenyatta are 

determined to federate by December in any case, in 
the belief that Uganda will have to join them even- 
tually. 
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
